THE DOMINION GOVERN- 
MENT. 

Yesterday we gave place to two well- 
written letters on this important inat- 
.ter. With most of the views expressed 
by the writers wo are iu hearty ac- 
cord, and cannot help thinking that 
due weight to the ideas enunciated will 
bo given by the -Dominion (iov- 
ernment who must see that the claim 
of tho province to tho futilment of the 
Carnarvon tonus is incontestible. 
There is reason to hope that tho Ot- 
tawa government is prepared to ap- 
proach tho matter in a proper spirit, 
and that justice will bo done to this 
long-su Bering community, which has 
niado sacrifice after sacrifice and ex- 
perienced disappointment after disap- 
pointment with tho patience of Job, 
to no purpose. Jt is not surprising 
* that, men — peaceful, thoughtful, loyal 
men — speak and write strongly on a 
huhject that involves their future 
prospects and those of their families. 
Upon tho strength of Dominion 
ploigp.-; heavy investments were made 
both on island and. mainland, and to- 
day, because of the failure of the Do- 
minion to redeem its pledges, many of 
thoso investments are unproductive. It 
is sad to contemplate disappointed, en- 
terprising citizens who, reposing con- 
fidence in the professions of the Cana- 
dian Government, indorsed by Lord 
CAitXAUVoNjWere induced to place their 
capital where it cannot now, in conse- 
quo'neo of the default of those profes- 
sions, be utilized. Tho present Cana 
a diiin Government have had a hard road 
to travel since they assumed ollice. 
They have had to bring about an on- 
' tire change in tho fiscal policy of the 
country; they have been required to 
meot deficits created through tho incom- 
petency of their predecessors; and have 
hau to form tho great syndicate that 
has .undertaken tho construction 
of the overland railway. All these 
things thoy have accomplished. While 
tho negotiations with tho syndi- 
cate wero ponding tho province 
quietly, patiently and loyally refrained 
..from urging lierjuat claims lost tho well- 
considered schemes of tho government 
should- ^0 imperilled thereby. But now 
that the wholo thing is settled — now 
that the revenue is increasing so rapid- 
ly that deficits are numbered with the 
past, and the railway bargain has 
linen consummated, this province consi- 
ders that who has a right to be 
heard and ttiat her claims are 
entitled to recognition, Therefore she 
turns to the Macdoxald government 
and presents a statement of her require- 
ments and grievances, confident that 
thoy will meet with attention and re- 
dress. We should wish, of course, to 
see the Carnarvon terms carried out in 
their integrity without costing the pro- 
vince uu acre of land in excess of that 
stipulated in tho original terms ; but 
if in return for tho fulfilment of tho 
terms the Dominion Bbould request the 
conveyance of the public domain of tho 
province with tho object of surveying 
the lands, bringing them to market and 
placing settlers upon them — all at Do- 
minion expense— wo would say, take 
them and niako the most of them, feel- 
ing assured, as wc do, that in tho bands 
of Sir John Macdonald and his col- 
leagues they will be moro speedily 
turned to advantage than if thoy should 
remain in provincial hands that are 
without tho wherewithal to provide 
communication with them. Those lands 
are valuable ; but they are distant from 
present settled districts and from tho 
line of railway on the mainland. With 
capacity to afford homes to millions of 
people they lie idle and unproductive. 
The Dominion government will, proba- 
bly,. propose to take over those lands; 
to map them, to build roads to and 
through them and settle them up. 
Would the Province be acting wisely 
to spurn a proposition that bears with 
it so many present and ulterior advan- 
tages? Certainly not, provided always 
that the Dominion government shall 
carry out its railway obligations to the 
Province by constructing the Island 
railway and prosecuting railway work 
on the mainland in accordance with the 
requirements of the Carnarvon award. 
♦ ... 

THE EVERLASTING CASE. 

Is an end never to be reached in 
the Pool case 1 Are an able, patient 
judge and an intelligent, capable jury 
to sit forever and ever listening to the 
most contradictory and unintelligable 
mass of evidence that was over offered 
in a court of justice with no clearer 
results than those that have been already 
dragged from the witnesses, for the 
Crown 1 The case is sub jndice and we 
do not feel at liberty to remark upon 
its merits; but if the Westminster 
press have given correct reports wo 
should think the jury could have little 
hesitation in coming to a decision with- 
out requiring any further "light." All 
the parties to this trial will be forever 
objects of popular sympathy. 

NO COERCION. 

The British government have decid- 
ed — wisely, wo think, — that coercive 
measures are unnecessary in tho Green 
Isle at present. It is understood that 
a land policy will he introduced at the 
next session of parliament which, while 
satisfactory to tho wretched tenantry, 
will be just to the landlords and accept- 
able to the peers.

To the Editor of Tin: Colonist: 
Sin, — In tho past their own generous 
forbearance, whilst -with accumulating 
financial troubles the Dominion was in 
tho bondago of gritism, and, latterly, 
the trusting quiescence of Vancouv- 
erians, induced by their profound confi- 
dence in tho absolute good faith of tho 
conservatives, in power since September 
1878, and successfully working for tho 
general weal, may at Ottawa and else- 
where have led to the belief that the 
settlers on Vancouver Island are con- 
tent to have their own just and undis- 
puted claim to a railway from Esqui- 
malt to Nanaimo again postponed 
although by the Carnarvon award it 
was to have been tin; first commenced 
and to bo completed with all dis- 
patch. 

The late mass-meeting at Victoria, 
and tho subsequent meetings in other 
parts of the island, must have dispel- 
led the illusion, wheresoever or by 
whomsoever entertained, that Van- 
couvorians are disposed to "rest and be 
thankful" if "left out in the cold." 
Quito the contrary will be their action 
if longer treated with contemptuous 
neglect, or oven with merely the "soft 
words that butter no parsnips.' 1 Such 
will no longer suffice. Deeds not 
words are wanted. We know the 
varied resources and great value of 
our coal-girt island, the "gem'" and the 
Young Britain of the North Pacific. 
Old settlers and prospectors concur in 
stating that a far easier line, and for 
logging, agriculture, and "black dia- 
monds'' a far nioro attractive one than 
that selected, can be built for little 
more than half the sum estiniatpd by 
the grit government, from 1873 to '78 
acting as nightmare on Dominion pro- 
gress. 

That government's guiding principle 
in regard to British Columbia's rail- 
way seems emphatically to have been 
"how not to do it." Witness the 
crowning example in Mackenzie's patvo 
avowal in the pbrenzicd rancor of his 
last session's opposition, that although 
ho had asked for tenders for tho Yale- 
Savona railway he had not intended 
contracting for its construction ! I 
Alas! for tho self-made man. How 
are tho mighty fallen I 

Tho ministry now in power have 
without stint or measure declaimed 
and inveighed against tho bad faith 
of those they havo superseded at the 
helm of state. They are too astute 
not to perceivo that on themselves will 
recoil their own invectives against grit 
malfeasance should they after having, 
if rumor can be trusted, done so much 
towards fulfilment of the Carnarvon 
bond havo left out that which was its 
first proviso, the Esquiraatt-Nanaimo 
railroad, that which concerns the earli- 
est settled, most populous and, in natur- 
al resources, richest portion of the pro- 
vince, and that which if longer neglect- 
ed will reflect discredit on themselves 
and drive us to ulterior measures. 
Mainlanders sympathise with us now. 
They will to a man bo with us, should 
their railway interests be "played'" 
with, as has been hinted.

Ho"W 2£uch Doos Mr. Poarso Owo Mr. 
Trouaoo. 

To the Editor of The Colonist:-- 
Silt, — Within the past three weeks the 
above question has been asked as many 
tinies through tho columns of your 
paper. It has reference to the reserve 
for a public landing at tho foot of 
Yates street, between Mr. Yates' town 
lots 201 and 203, fronting on the har- 
bour. 

To set this question at rest, so far as 
I am interested, I beg to say that I 
have no claim against Mr. Pnarse in 
the above matter. True, in October 
1858 I contracted to grade and metal 
Yates and Wharf streets, Mr. Pearse 
acting for the Colonial government. 
As my contract was to inetal 20 feet 
in width along the middle of the streets 
it left a portion between tho work con- 
tracted for and the sidewalk to be com- 
pleted by the property owners. This 
was termed side inetal and the respec- 
tive lot owners paid for it accordingly. 
In this way the question came up as 
to the width of the various properties 
fronting on each street, and 1 was in- 
formed by Mr. Pearse that the width 
of the said landing was only 1G feet. 
I metalled to that width, and was paid 
for it accordingly by the Colonial 
Treasurer. 

With regard to Mr. Yates' property, 
I was informed that it was bounded by 
Rousset's wharf on the South, and 
that it extended to Raid's wharf on 
tiio North, "less the 16 feet above re- 
ferred to for a landing," and I think it 
was all metalled at Mr. Yates' ex- 
pense. 

You will see, therefore, that I have 
no caso against Mr. Pearse in the 
above matter, nor do I feel aggrieved. 
Of course it is not for me to say who 
the party is that has reason to complain, 
or who has the claim against Mr.Pearsc 
as tho whole frontage was metalled as 
extra work. Some one paid for it, but 
not Mr. Pearse. Of courso Mr. Yates 
or his agent may be able to find out, 
and also the amount to be refunded, by 
calling in some school boy to his aid, 
as they generally are well informed in 
such knotty matters.

Irish Nawa. 

Dr. Nulty, Roman Catholic Arch- 
bishop of Meath, alluded lately after 
last mass to the agrarian outrages, ami 
called upon the people by every means 
in their power to put them down. Su 
acts, iu many instances, emanated from 
a source other than that to which they 
were attributed, but each outrage 
strengthened tho cry against justice 
made by the landlords. 

An order for buckshot for the Iti^li 
constabulary has been received at the 
Royal Arsenal, Woolwich. It appears 
that so large was tho supply manufac- 
tured for tho Ashanteo campaign that 
:i surplus remained sufficient' for the 
wants of all the convict guards, who up 
to the present have alone been supplied 
with it till this new order was received. 
That supply is, however, now exhaust- 
ed, and the manufacture lias again com- 
menced. Tho shot, of which about 
twenty are in a cartridge, are about 
tho size of peas. 

After the murder of Lord Mount- 
morres the peasants in the neighborhood 
would not sell to Lady Mountmorres a 
loaf of bread or a sod of turf. Ebor 
Hall was guarded by constabulary and 
everything required for the house had 
to bo purchased by them. The men wont 
out and cut down timber that she might 
havo a fire, and the place was rogularlv 
in :i state of siege. Stones were Hung 
at the children one day as they stood 
at the hall door. They dared not even 
go near the high road except under tha 
protection of the police. 

The Grand Orange lodge of Ireland 
have passed klip following resolutions:

Port H00&7 and Its Environs. 

Now thatthoquestionof tho terminus of 
tho southern branch of tho transcontinen- 
tal lino lias boen brought into prominence 
by the commencement of surveys prepar- 
atory to actual construction, a few re- 
marks on its practical mcrit3 and super- 
iority may be found interesting, and dis- 
cussed as follows ; ■ 1st. It possesses safe 
and good anchorage, and has an easy ap- 
proach thereto by laud or water. 2nd. 
A plentiful supply of large runningstreams 
of frosh water all tho year round. 3rd. 
Absolute protection from invasion or sur- 
prise by an enemy , at least possiblo cost. 
4th. Its gravelly and sandy beach with 
running streams rondor it pre-eminent 
for dock sites. 5th. Tho noarost point to 
salt water, combining all tho other advan- 
tages. 0th. Tho land at tho head of Port 
Moody is flat and slightly undulating and 
stretches at an almost lovol grado to tho 
Pitt Meadows, which, if improved by the 
syndicate, is capable of furnishing homes 
fjjr about 2000 poople, and if included 
with the tablo land of Maple Ridge, Bur- 
ton's Prairio and other uoctions, would 
aggregato about ono million acres capable 
of sottlemont and cultivation, tho fertility 
of which when dyked is unequalled any- 
where. 7th. Tho area of botweon two 
and throe miles of land between high and 
low watermark, combined with tho grad- 
ual slopes surrounding tho harbor, ron- 
dor it ono of tho finest sitos for a city in 
tho world with tho advantages of tidal- 
scour to carry off all drainage residuum. 
A singlo chain of torpedoes would rondor 
it imprognablo, whilo tho approach on tho 
land side is equally suitable for dofenso ; 
and without doprociating tho near prox- 
imity of Coal Harbor to tho gulf, it would 
as a terminus require the erection of ex- 
pensive fortifications at Points Atkinson 
and Grey, which are 5| miles apart, and 
thou would lack tho water supply which 
abounds at the hoad of tho Inlet. The 
distanco from tho point of divergence on 
tho Coquitlani rivor via Westminster to 
Coal Harbor would be about 20 miloa, and 
by way of Burnaby Lake about 18 milos, 
whilo from the samo point of divergence 
to Port Moody would only be about 2i 
miloa. As tho ayndicato only rocoivo a 
maximum sum in money and land for the 
construction of tho wholo lino, it is not 
likely to construct so many miles of extra 
road in ordor to sorvo private interests. 
On tho contrary it will manipulate all 
sources of profit, whether derived from 
land or in lessoning the cost of construc- 
tion during its tonuro of running the line. 
Ultimately it might be tho policy of tho 
government to continue tho line even to 
English Bay, and from thonco by ferry 
steamors to thy head of Saanich Inlet ; 
but that is a question for the futuro to 
solve, and therefore not open for discus- 
sion. Again, from tho Coquitlani to Coal 
Harbor tho distanco is about fifteen 
milos, twelvo of which would run along 
a doep wator front, and it is scarce- 
ly possiblo to aupposo that tho syn- 
dicate will construct oloven or twelve 
miles of extra road in order to save ton- 
nago, when ships would (in ordor to save 
oxtra insurance) bo towed from Race 
Rocks anyhow. Extra towage i3 60 much 
extra cash placed in' circulation and will 
help to build up our maritime power, 
and if we have our own tiro and marine 
insurance it will add to tho wealth of the 
Province by retaining the money which 
now goes elsewhere. It is as natural for 
tho peoplo of Now Westminster to clamor 
for a railway as thoso of Victoria, but in 
order to attract a syndicate of capitalists 
its must produce something moro tangi- 
blo than Cos which is too explosive for 
safe transit on railways. Of courso by 
bringing it through the Royal City it 
might enable the hon. member for Ottawa 
to jump on tho cars once a year without 
being subjected to tho inconvenienco of 
going to the Inlet — and such a service 
might pay extra construction. It is cer- 
tainly true that the Royal City would 
not produce anything that could not bo 
as conveniently shipped at other points 
along tho river. Tho distanco from Port 
Moody to New Westminster is 5i miles, 
and by easy grade almost level round by 
the Coquitlani it is about seven miles. 
The distanco from Pitt Rivor to Port 
Moody is about 4J milos, Tho anchorage 
in Port Moody for the distance of 
two and a half miles is from 10 to 
3J fathoms with good bottom, 
no winds, no currents, savo the gentle 
obb and flow of tide. Tho tablo land 
south of Port Moody and lying between 
that harbor and tho Frasor is very good 
and capable of providing settlement for 
over 100 families, while the gontlo slopes 
leading down to tho flat land fronting tho 
harbor furnish one of tho finest and 
most sheltered residence sites in the whole 
of Burrard Inlet, while round by the Co- 
quitlam is one of tho best trout fishing re- 
sorts south of the Cascades.
